New York despatches from Tokio state that a Yap agreement

The meeting of the Legislative Council on Thursday 
last was, as bas already been admitted. one of the most 
important held for a long while past. The volume of 
business that had to be transacted was almost phenomenal. 
proof of which was afforded by the fact that readers of 
the morning papers yesterday found themselves. faced 
with solid columns of type, awe-inspiring in their unbroken 
array. The unofhcial members, with their questions and 
resolutions. were responsible for a. great deal of it. but 
the Government. with its ten new Bills and two 
old ones, and nearly thirty financial minutes were 
guilty also.

No-one wants tourge the holding of meetings in the 
hot summer months if there is not sufficient business to

‘jn our capacity as publicity agents between the Government 
_ and the public, we bavea personal interest in the matter 
”*and perhaps few of the average readers realise the enor- 
mous amount of work represented in the production of a full 
report of 2 heavy meeting.

SHIP SINKS IN NORTH 


Canadian Vessel Reported 
a * Lost. 


Seattle, Aug. 24—The freighter 
Canadian Importer is reported 
sinking in latitude 39.9 north and 
longitude 136.25 west, According 
toa radio from the steamer Cor- 
dova, ali the lifeboats except one 
have been picked vp by that 
vessel which is bringing the sor- 
vivors to Astoria.
